MAIN ARAB FORCE
DISPERSED BY BRITISH.

On Christmas Day Tribesmen Had
Been Operating Near Materuh.

London. Dec 27. 8.10 p. m. The main
Arab force which had been opertaing
near Materuh waa attacked on Christ-m- a

day and dispersed by te British,
who ruffercd small losses, it waa offi
cially announce tonight.

The official statement says:
"With reference to the Turkish of-

ficial communique of the 27th the war
office states that from the 14th to the
24th there waa no fighting Lstween our
troops and the Arabs on the western
frontier of Egypt.

"On the 25th, the principal Arab
force, which was located some eight
miles from Mersa Matru (Materuh)
was attacked and dispersed with
trifling loss to our troops."

The foregoing evidently alludes to
the Turkish official statement receiv-
ed today from Constantinople by way
of Berlin, which as sent by wireless,
bore the Constantinople date of De-
cember 28.
